"I am now advised by the secretary j 


of war that depending upon usual | 
course of appropriations, the engineers j 
have entered upon certain contracts, 
continuance of which has depended 
upon passage of the appropriation at 
the usual time. 


"As delay seems inevitable and un- 


less some action be taken a large num- 
ber of men will be thrown out of 
work. I therefore recommend that 
Congress give consideration to im- 
mediate appropriation of the funds for 
the maintenance and improvement of 
the existing river and harbor works."

Seymour, 21, Apache buck, went on 
trial Monday for the killing last sum- 
mer of Henrietta Schmerltr, Intel- 
lectual Columbia University co-ed. 


Her home, bf which Seymour knew 


nothing, was New York and she came 
to study the Apache, once fearsome 
renegade of the Southwest Indians, 
as a reward for her scholastic accom- 
plishments at 
the university. She 


wanted to learn the Innermost secrets 
of the taciturn Apache and presum- 
ably her eagerness led to her death. 


She met Seymour and, later her 


body was found in a gully after she 
had left her cottage for a Saturday 
night dance of the Indians. 


Seymour came to his White Father's 


"court." One of the two men he heard 
talking Monday Was his attorney, John 
I'. Dougherty—the other John Gung'l, 
United States district attorney for Ari- 
zona. The men in the box were 12 
prospective jurors, from whom Gung'l 
will seek to obtain the penalty of 
death.

Dougherty, In questioning prospec- 


tive jurors, and later In discussions, 
Indicated he will seek to justify the 
killing or at least show extenuating 
circumstances on all possible grounds, 
Including self defense. 


The possibility bf self defense will 


be raised through the story of Robert 
Gatewood, Apache witness for the 
government, thtat Miss Schmerler had 
theatened to kill Seymour because he 
would not marry her and had tried to 
stab him.
